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FOREWORD 


Highlights of the year for the Museum are the San Francisco Art 
Association's three Annuals. The Watercolor Annual launches the 
autumn season. Its formal opening is always the first occasion for artists, 
whether exhibitors or not, to meet together at the Museum, to exchange 
news and to see their lay friends and associates, the regular patrons of 
such art events, members of the San Francisco Art Association and of 
the Museum. 


Though the Watercolor Annuals are, like the other two, open to all 
artists resident in this country, shipping costs and the modest prizes 
limit it generally to a predominantly local review of contemporary 
activity. As such it is always a lively report of excellent quality and con- 
siderable diversity in technique and point of view. This year numerous 
entries from other states add interestingly to the variety and are very 
welcome. 


It can be said that in presenting these excellent annual reviews of 
contemporary art, the artists, the jurors, the Art Association and the 
Museum are alike carrying on a long and honorable tradition of value 
to the community. In the development of art here, there are, however, 
other elements. The critics will review the exhibition, probably less 
thoroughly than one could desire, for these group exhibitions are not 
easy to appraise, and the opportunity to discuss them in relation to the 
general art currents of our time is not often used. The public will come 
in good numbers and will surely enjoy what is an interesting and care- 
fully selected statement on art of our time. But the most desirable results 
of the exhibition — the selection of some work admired and enjoyed to 
grace a room or to augment a collection — will not happen as frequently 
as those who believe in art here and desire to see it flourish hope. 


It should never be forgotten that works of art are produced to be 
acquired. In presenting these exhibitions the Museum, and all those who 
work with it for the Annuals, urge the general public to consider how 
its own function of acquisition can be carried out and increased from 
year to year. As more works by artists from here and elsewhere find 
their place in homes and offices of the area, the growth of art will be 
accelerated from every point of view, and artists will find an under- 
standing and support to match the other aspects of life in this region 
which they generally find so sympathetic. The Museum urges visitors not 
only to study the exhibition therefore but to buy from it as well accord- 
ing to their interests and tastes. It offers good variety and fine quality.
